HE text of President Roosevelt’s message asking the Congress 
to recognize a state of war between the United States and the 


Berlin-Rome Azis follows: 


“On the morning on Dec. 11, the Government of Germany, pur- 
suing its course of world conquest, declared war against the 


United States, 


“The long-known and the long-expected has thus taken place. 
The forces endeavoring to enslave the entire world now are mov- 


ing toward this hemisphere. 


“Never before has there been a greater challenge to life, lib- 


erty and civilization. 
“Delay invites great danger. 


Rapid and united effort by all of 


the peoples of the world who are determined to remain free will 
insure a world victory of the forces of justice and of righteousness 
over the forces of savagery and of barbarism. 

“Italy also has declared war against the United States. 

“I therefore request the Congress to recognize a state of war 
between the United States and Germany, and between the United 


States and Italy.”

The Government of the 
United States, having -violated 
in the most flagrant manner 
and in ever-increasing Measure 
all rules of neutrality, in favor 
of the adversaries of Germany, 
and having continually been 
guilty of the most severe provo- 
eations toward Germany ever 


since the outbreak of the Euro- 


pean war provoked by the Brit- 
ish declaration of war against 
Germany on Sept. 3, 1939, has 
finally resorted to open mili- 
tary acts of aggression. 

On Sept. 11, 1941, the Presi- 


dent of the United States pub- 


licly declared that he had or- 
dered the American Navy and 
Air Force to shoot on sight at 
any German war vessel. In his 
speech of Oct. 27, 1941, he once 
more expressly affirmed that 
this order was in force. Acting 
under this order, vessels of the 
American Navy since early Sep- 
tember, 1941, have systematical- 
ly attacked German . naval 
forces. Thus, American destroy- 
ers, as for instance the Greer, 
the Kearny and the Reuben 
Jameg have opened fire on Ger- 
man submarines, according to 
the plan. The Secretary of the

Furthéfmore, the naval forces 
of the United States, under or-

Although Germany on her 
part has strictly adhered to the 
rules of international law in 
her relations with the United 
States during every period of 
the present war, the Govern- 
ment of the United States from 
initial violations of neutrality 
has finally proceeded to open 
acts of war against Germany. 
The Government of the United 
States has thereby virtually cre- 
ated a state of war. 

The German Government, 
consequently, discontimues dip-

‘Hitler finished his radio broad- 
east with an appeal to Germans 
to stand by him:

Japanese Envoy Present. 


| Hitler began addressing the 
Reichstag about 3:08 p. m. (7:08 
&.m.), Goering as Reichstag presi- 
fient, opened the session. The 
Japanese Ambassador was present. 
»'“This has become the greatest 
year of decision by the German 
people and your greatest decision 
stands before us,” Hitler asserted. 


*.“In this serious time,” he told 
the assembly, “I speak to you 
members of the Reichstag as rep- 
yesentatives of the German nation. 
,; “Furthermore the entire German 
people shall take cognizance of 
reports as well as of the de- 
which our adversaries have- 

upon us.” 
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The earlier passages of Hitler’s 
speech followed a familiar pattern. 


“If Providence wanted it that 
war should not be avoided, so I 
must thank Providence for putting 
me at the head of the German na- 
tion in this war which will decide 
the fate not only of Germany but 
of Europe and the entire world 
throughout the next 500 or 1000 
years ..-; 

European Fortifications. 

“Tt is my decision to make the 
European front uncenquerable for 
the enemy.” 

Among other things, Hitler said 
that Germany’s sea communica- 
tions “now are open from Spain to 
Petsamo”—Finnish port in the Far 
North—and “Europe is defended 
by fortifications which in no way 
are less than those of the Siegfried 
line.” 

He spoke of what he termed 
British attempts in the past to en- 
circle Germany and, turning to the 
war with Russia, said that “only 
a blind man” could have failed to 
see Russia's pre-war preparations 
to fight Germany: 

“It became known that the rulers 
of the Kremlin, despite the (Rus- 
sian) pact with Germany, were 
preparing an attack against Ger- 
many. They had gathered a vast 
power not to defend something 
which was in danger but in order 
to attack Germany.” 

Germany and Ancient Greece. 

Hitler compared Germany’s pres- 
ent fight to that of ancient Greece 
defending Europe against Persia. 
Later, he said, the Romans and 
the Germans took up this defense. 

He asserted that in all its wars 
Europe had had to fight against 
“strange elements from abroad.” 

“If anyone said that cultural 
values have been brought back 
from America to Europe, it was 
only the invention of a decayed 
Jewish mixture.” 

Hitler declared Germany was 
fighting not for itself, but for the 
entire continent. 

“It is a happy sign that the 
knowledge of this fact is alive now 
in most European nations which 
either openly or by volunteers 
have taken part in the fight,” he 
said, 

Predicts 1942 Drive in Russia. 

Reviewing initial successes in 
the war with Russia, Hitler cited 
statistics issued by the ‘German 
high command. 

He said that on Dec. 1 the num- 
ber of Russian prisoners amounted 
to 3,806,865, tanks destroyed or cap- 
tured to 21,391, guns to 32,541, and 
aircraft to 17,325. The period for 
these claims was June 22, when 
the war started, to Dec. 1. 

“Every step in Russia had to be 
fought for,” Hitler asserted. “The 
heat, the mud and the cold had 
to be overcome.” Only the begin- 
ning of winter, he said, had slowed 
the German campaign, but next 
summer, he added, “nothing will 
be able to stop the German ad- 
vance.” 

Hitler said that Russia’s war 
attitude first was disclosed when, 
as he said, Joseph Stalin insti- 
gated “revolt” in Yugoslavia. Pre- 
sumably he meant the refusal of 
Yugoslavia to accede to German 
demands before its was invaded 
and partitioned. 

Hitler said that by Dec. 1, this 
year, 2,191 British planes and 
6,516,791 tons of “enemy” shipping 
had been destroyed. 

He put German losses, for the 
period, June 22 to Dec. 1, at 158,773 
dead, 563,082 wounded and 31,191 
missing. 

Counting the air force and navy, 
total German losses amounted to 
162,314 killed, 571,767 wounded and 
33,324 missing, he said. 

First Reference to U. 8S. 

First touching on the United 
States after this long preamble, 
Hitler declared that former Presi- 
dent Wilson had “deceived Ger- 
many” and that now between Presi- 
dent Roosevelt and the Fuehrer 
“there is a world-wide abyss.” 

The Reichstag roared its cheers 
at this point. 

Hitler asserted that documents 
found in Warsaw proved that “one 
man alone” stood behind Poland’s 
resistance—that reports by the 
Polish ambassador in Washington 
disclosed President Roosevelt's “fa- 
natical hatred of the German -peo- 
ple.” 

Germany, he said, was the only 
European state which never pos- 
sessed or claimed colonies on the 
North American Continent. He de- 
clared that Germany had never in- 
terfered in American affairs and 
never adopted an antagonistic at- 
titude toward the United States. 

He referred in passing to Ger- 
man emigrants to the United States 
who had given their blood in fight- 
ing for liberty and independence. 

Hitler said that Roosevelt him- 
self had set up a committee to in- 
vestigate the causes of American 
entry into the World War in 1917. 

“This committee proved that it 
was only a small group of capital- 
istic interests which caused Amer- 
ica’s entry into the last war and 
not Germany herself.” 

Charges Unneutral Acts. 

Hitler then recited what he call- 
ed Roosevelt's unneutral acts from 
the beginning of the present war. 

In these, Hitler said, the presi- 
dent was “influenced by Jews who 
tried to use the United States and 
himself as an instrument against 
the increasing movement in Eu- 
rope to turn them out.”

“On the other hand, all students 
of history know that every war 
has three periods. They have been 
designated as the period of onset, 
the period of drag, when the war 
begins to weigh on the nations in- 
volved, and the finish. 

“During the first period, it is 
inevitable that the free govern- 
ment, the government that de- 
pends on the consent of its peo- 
ple, carried on by persuasion in- 
stead of by force, is at a distinct 
disadvantage. 

“On the other hand it is to be 
expected, and usually has been 
proved to be a fact, that in the 
later periods when it becomes a 
matter of endurance, the Democ- 
racies win victories and win the 
war, 

“It is the last shots, not the first 
shots that count. 

“The government that depends 
on the consent and free will of its 
people has a momentum and en- 
durance that no government that 
depends on the will of one man 
can have.”

WASHINGTON, Dec. 11 (AP)— 
Senator Tobey (Rep.), New Hamp- 
shire, asserted in the Senate today 
that “dereliction and inefficiency” 


in the Navy had been responsible 
for “disaster that’s almost unspeak- 
able” in the Japanese attack on 
the United States fleet at Pearl 
Harbor. 

Tobey asserted that the fleet’s 
listening devices “weren’t work- 
ing,” that the ships “lay at anchor 
and no steam up” and that more 
ships were sunk than had been dis- 
closed by the President. 

He demanded that there be 
placed at the head of the Navy a 
“responsible” man who believes in 
“efficiency” rather than public ut- 
terances. 

Senator Lucas (Dem.), Illinois, 
asked Tobey where he got the in- 
formation that the fleet had no 
steam up at the time of the at- 
tack. 

Told By Two Senators. 

Tobey replied that two Senators 
had told him. 

Lucas told him he had taken the 
word of members who declined to 
tell the Senate where they got their 
information and had yet made no 
effort to check with the Navy to 
see whether the facts were true. 

Tobey replied he had demanded 
an investigation of the facts, but so 
far they had not been made avail- 
able. 

“I wouldn’t want to tell all I’ve 
heard on the floor of the Senate 
about the debacle at Pearl Har- 
bor,” Tobey said. 

Lucas declared that it was “a 
serious thing to indict anyone until 
you know what you are talking 
about.” 


Assails Tobey. 

The Illinois Senator said Tobey 
“does not know what he is talking 
about and he admits that he does 
not.” 

“You, Mr. Senator from New 
Hampshire, are no naval strate- 
gist,” Lucas shouted, pointing his 
finger at Tobey.

I 
believe there should be flexible au- 
thority (from Congress) to be used 
piecemeal, presenting the people 
with a broad liability for registra- 
tion and a narrower liability for 
service. 

Registration of Women. 

“We undoubtedly are soon going 
to consider the registration of 
women.” 

He estimated there were about 
20,000,000 who could serve in some 
way, either replacing men in fac- 
tories, enlisting in civilian defense 
or with the armed services in non- 
combatant capacities. 

He visualized the possibility of 
registering all men and women 18 
to 65. 

From the men already registered, 
Gen. Hershey estimated, the armed 
services have about 1,000,000 imme- 
diately available hy lowering the 
standards for acceptance without 
increasing the age limit. 

3,000,000 Potential Soldiers. 

If all. men now registered, in- 
cluding those 35 years old, were 
inducted under lowered standards 
there probably would be a total of 
3,000,000, he said. 

About half of the country’s 1,600,- 
000-man Army now are selectees. 
The Navy has not yet taken any 
of them but, Hershey said, they 
probably would begin soon. 

“Let’s use what we've got first,” 
Gen. Hershey said. “I believe we 
should use the group 21 to 28 now 
to the limit of efficiency.” 

Legislation is not necessary to in- 
duct men under lowered standards 
but it would. be to change the age 
limits for registration and service, 
outside the 21 to 35-year limits.

LOS ANGELES, Dec. 11 (AP).— 
The Army’s Fourth Interceptor 
Command extended the Pacific 
Coast’s war blackouts into Southern 
California with its extensive war in- 
dustries, for three hours last night 
with the statement: 

“There are planes over and south 
of Los Angeles that are unidenti- 
fied. This is not a practice black- 
out.” 

The Army spokesman said “you 
can assume” that Army planes 
were sent aloft to intercept the 
unidentified craft, but there was 
no statement concerning such ac- 
tivity after the all-clear signal 
sounded at 11:09. 

Sheriff Eugene W. Biscailuz, in 
charge of Los Angeles County’s ci- 
vilian defense, reported the black- 
out was 90 per cent effective. The 
county includes almost 50 cities 
with a population of approximately 
3,000,000 sprawled over 4115 square 
miles.

Extent of the Blackouts. 

The blacked-out area tended 
from Bakersfield on the north to 
the Mexican border, and the 
coast inland to Boulder Dam and

Western Washington and Oregon 
observed a modified test blackout. 

In Seattle, Fiorello H, LaGuardia, 
chief of the nation’s civilian de- 
fense, told interviewers he was 
not satisfied with war preparations, 
but added, “After all, we are ‘way 
ahead of Great Britain in civilian 
defense compared to its first three 
days of the war.” 

Federal and State officers inves- 
tigated brush fires at Port Angeles, 
Wash., and on the Olympia penin- 
sula, which spectators said formed 
arrows pointing to Seattle and the 
Bremerton (Wash.) navy yard. 

Consolidated Aircraft Co. in San 
' Diego and some Los Angeles de- 
fense plants closed, but many oth- 
ers operated full biast. 

Most Southern Californians ac- 
cepted the blackout order calmly 
and with a sense of humor, 

Increase in Traffic Injuries. 

In a few scattered areas lights 
gleamed brightly for some time but 
Los Angeles, for instance, general- 
ly was in such pitch darkness that 
pedestrians hestitated to cross 
streets. Hospitals reported five 
times the no 1 number of traffic 
injuries but were too busy to com- 
pile figures. In some, surgeons 
and nurses worked by small read- 
ing lamps. 

Street lights in some sections 
remained on an hour after the 
alert sounded. Officials of the 
Municipal Power & Light Bureau 
explained they had no master 
switch, 

Interurban street 
busses were halted. 

Hollywood was pitch dark. A 
few night spots tried to operate 
behind heavy drapes, with freak 
results. At Ciro’s, favorite of the 
movie stars, the manager report- 
ed he was “all ready for business 
—but the customers can’t get 
here.” 

At Earl Carroll's, however, there 
were plenty of customers, dining 
and dancing and awaiting the floor 
show, But the girls couldn't get 
there. They were blacked off the 
streets. .

NEW HONGKONG 
ATTACKS BEATEN 
FF, BRT SA 


Two Boatloads of ten 
anese Attempting to Land 


on East Shore Reported 
Wiped Out. 


HONGKONG, ec. 11 (AP)— 
The British defenders of this crown 
colony have repulsed two new at- 
tacks “from the direction of 
Shanghai” and the situation is sta- 
bilized, a communique said late 

The communique added two 
boatloads of Japanese attempted 
to cross Tide Cove and land on 
the east shore. 

“Both boats were sunk by ma- 
chine-gun fire and the remnant of 
the landing party was wiped out 
on the beach,” it said. “A Japa- 
nese plane crashed at Tide Cove.” 

A later communique said: 

“It has been a quiet night and 
there is nothing to report. Some 
shelling of Hongkong Island took 
place but had only a nuisance 
value. Damage and casualties are 
insignificant.” 

All reports to British headquar- 
ters, the communique added, tes- 
tify to the effectiveness of the 
artiNery fire which yesterday and 
last night halted the invaders. 


(The British radio, heard in 


New York, reported “severe losses” 
were inflicted on Japanese ships 
taking part in the attack on Kong- 
moon, near Hongkong. It also said 


Japanese troops in that sector 
“suffered reverses.”) 
About 1000 United States na- 


tionals, including Occidentals, Chi- 
nese and Filipinos, are marooned 
here, some of them having come 
from Shanghai. The Occidentals 
number about 350 persons, includ- 
ing 110 women and 60 small chil- 
dren. Many of the Americans are 
registering for civil defense work. 

Most of the inhabitants of Hong- 
kong thought the first air raid 
alarm of the war Monday was a 
‘test when the sirens were sounded, 
but within three minutes bombs 
exploded and machinegun bullets 
raked the ground, 

The raiders came in formation 
and then separated, dived low and 
attacked the Kaitack airdrome on 
the mainland, where the trans-

sunk and a transport ship dam- 
aged heavily in the Japanese 
bombing attack yesterday on Ca- 
vite and Manila Bay. 

The Cavite. naval base was hit 
hard, the communique said, and 


an arsenal explosion touched off 
large fires. 

The war bulletin said 
81 United States planes had been 
destroyed in the attacks—45 in air 
combat and 36 on the ground. 

Other heavy damage was report- 
ed done at Nichols air depot near 
Manila. 

The communique acknowledged 
the loss of five Japanese planes. 
Two of these, it said, “dived head- 
long into enemy positions,” and 
three were listed as missing. 

(The British radio reported to- 
day that “Japanese headquarters 
admit that a submarine chaser was 
lost during landing operations 
north of Luzon Island.” The broad- 
cast was heard by CBS.) 

Guam Reported Occupied. . 

A Japanese Army communique 
said Japanese landing forces occu- 
pied the capital of Guam today, 
capturing 350 Americans including 
Capt. George G. McMillin, Gov- 
ernor, and other officers. 
the communique said, included the 
Vice-Governor and commandant of 
the naval station. 

The Japanese claimed that the 
entire operation had been carried 
out without loss to the attacking 
force. They said 25 Japanese found 
interned on the island were re- 
leased and the landing force was 
continuing. “mopping up opera- 
tions.” 

A Navy communique said a 3000- 
ton United States tanker was cap- 
tured in the Guam attack. 

It reported that the Japanese, 
striking by sea from all sides of 
the island, gained their first foot- 
hold at dawn yesterday, when a 
naval landing party reached shore 
at Port Apra, on the west coast 
of the island 1500 airline miles east 
of Manila. The port is little more 
than five miles from Agana, the 


capital, 
Landing on Wake.

HE Commerce Department

come reached a new record 
high in October. It was .esti- 
mated at $8,262,000,000, which 
was the equivalent of an an- 
nual rate of $95,000,000,000. 

The total for 1941 will be less 
than that figure, however, since 
the rate of payments has been 
climbing from month to month. 

The estimate of the annual 
equivalent of the October in- 
come was based on the as- 
sumption that, in a theoretical 
year, each month would fur- 
nish as much income as.

Pershing was 81 years old last 
September and has been in poor 
health, but he said in a letter to 
President Roosevelt he was one of 
millions of Americans who wanted 
to be of ‘help in the fight. 

The President wrote him: 

“You are magnificent. You al- 
ways have been—and you always 
will be. I am deeply grateful td 
you for your letter of December 
10th. Under a wise law, you have 
never been placed on the retired 
list. You are very much on the 
active list and your services will 
be of great value.” 

Pershing had sent this letter to 
the President: 

“All Americans today are united 
in one ambition—to take whatever 
share they can in the defense of 
their country. As one among these 
millions, I hasten to offer my serv- 
ices, in any way in which my ex- 
perience and my strength, to the 
Jast ounce, will be of help in the 
fight. 

“With supreme confidence that, 
under your calm and determined 
leadership, we will retain our bal- 
ance, despite foul blows, I am 
faithfully yoiirs, John J. Pershing.”

Tungsten is next in. importance 
in view of the fact that 65 per cent 
of American imports of this metal, 
essential to steel cutting tools, 
came down the wandering curves 
of the Burma road from China, and 
India, or else from British Malaya, 
Thailand and Australia. But there 
are considerable stock piles, and 
domestic production rose sharply 
in 1941 and South American output 
is on a quantity basis. Chief de- 
pendence is found in the fact that 
an acceptable substitute for many 
purposes has been found in molyb- 
denum, produced in the United 
States on a satisfactory scale. 


Until the present this country 
has imported twice as much tung- 
sten as it produced. From abroad 
approximately 700 tons arrived in 
1939, 2800 tons in 1941 and 4440 
tons during the first nine months 
of this year. Up to Oct. 22, the 
Metals Reserve Co. had acquired 
4266 tons of imported tungsten, 
with 62,398 on order. It had also 
contracted for 5350 tons of domes- 
tic tungsten. Here also no mili- 
tary stringency is expected within 
two years. 


Chromium is in better position 
because 34 per cent of imports 
come from Southern Rhodesia, as 
against 31 per cent from the Phil- 
ippines and New Caledonia in the 
Southern Pacific. Other sources 
wholly or partly cut off are British 
India, Greece, Asia Minor, Turkey, 
and Soviet Union. Substantial de- 
posits of low-grade chromite in the 
United States are beginning to be 
worked. 


Cuba Source of Manganese. 


Manganese is not considered for 
the present a military problem, 
though normally half our imports 
of this metal, used for strengthen- 
ing and toughening steel, come 
from Russia, India and the Phil- 
ippines. But Cuba is a large pro- 
ducer, and other quantities come 
from Brazil and South Africa. Ex- 
ploitation of low-grade domestic. 
ores is getting under way. 

That a useful stock pile has been 
amassed may be judged from the 
fact that imports of manganese ore 
and ferro-manganese were 356,460 
tons in 1939, 636,794 in 1940 and 
453,910 during January to Septem- 
ber of this year. Of the total, some 
88,000 tons came from Cuba and 
about 24,000 from the Philippines.

New Bomb Sight 


Sinking. of Big Ships 
Indicates Unusual 
Aerial Accuracy, 
Maj. Eliot Says.

HE loss of the British battle- 
T sp Prince of Wales and battle 

cruiser Repulse to Japanese air 
attacks suggests a train of rea- 
soning which may have some bear- 
ing on the events at Pearl Harbor. 
It seems quite possible, even prob- 
able, that the Japanese have per- 
fected a device which greatly in- 
creases the accuracy of aerial 
bombing. This device may be a 
bomb sight, or it may be something 
else—perhaps an application of the 
magnetic principle which the Ger- 
mans have already used for torpe- 
does and mines. 


The basic difficulty about aerial 
bombardment of warships hag al- 
ways been this question of accur- 
acy. If the plane flies low, it runs 
prohibitive hazards from anti-air- 
craft fire; if it flies high, it re- 
duces its chance of hitting at all. 
Perhaps more important, the low- 
flying plane or the dive bomber, 
by reason of the short period of 
flight of the bomb, does not obtain 
sufficient vdlocity at the point of 
impact to penetrate the deck 
armor of large ships, and unless 
penetration is obtained the dam- 
age is usually only superficial. 
Again, the ordinary demolition 
bomb, which consists of a large 
mass of explosive inside a com- 
paratively thin metal casing, tends 
to break up on impact; it has little 
penetrative power. 

Analysis of Bombs. 

There exist what are known as 
armor-piercing bombs, heavy point- 
ed masses of steel of great weight 


and possessing considerable power

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JAPAN'S DRIVE INTO MALAY 


TO TAKE SINGAPORE VIEWED 
‘AS KEY TO WAR IN FAR EAST 


Fall of British Stronghold Would Be Blow to 
Allies Comparable to Collapse of France, 
Stowe Says—Outcome Likely to Be Decid- 


ed by Close Margin.

HE development of the Far Eastern conflict is already much 

more serious than most Americans may realize—not because 

Japanese troops are now fighting on Philippine soil, but because 
Singapore has the Nipponese dagger close to its spinal cord and 
Singapore must be saved or lost within a few weeks, 


The outcome of the present 
fierce British-Japanese struggle 
in the center of the Malayan Pen- 
insula will have almost inconceiv- 
able consequences over the entire 
world, but the outcome, neverthe- 
less, may be decided by the nar- 
rowest margin. 

If the Japanese capture Singa- 
pore, it seems certain that the 
Oriental conflict will be prolonged 
unpredictably—perhaps by one or 
two years—while the democratic 
allies would suffer a setback 
equivalent to that caused in Eu- 
rope by the collapse of France in 
June of 1940. If Singapore falls, 
the American and British fleets 
will lose the only great base from 
which they can operate to attack 
Nipponese strongholds throughout 
the South China Sea and the East- 
ern Pacific. 

Lifeline in Danger 

Still graver, if Singapore falls, 
the Japanese Navy will be in a po- 
Bition to cut Britain’s life line to 
India and the Suez, simultaneously 
reducing to a dangerous point, or 
cutting off, Australian reinforce- 
ments to the Near East. Thus the 
way could be paved for a Nazi 
cleanup of North Africa and Egypt 
with consequent puncturing of the 
blockade around Germany. Inci- 
dentally, Burma would be prob- 
ably rendered untenable for the 
allies, and aid to China would be 
definitely doomed. 


These are the enormous stakes 
of the battle for Singapore which 
is now in its initial phase. They 
are sufficiently great to prolong 
the war for several years, or even 
under certain circumstances to de- 
termine the world war decision fa- 
vorably for both the Japanese and 


the Nazis. Immediate recognition 
of these sobering facts is absolute 
ly essential for the allied govern- 
ments’ strategic commanders and 
peoples. 

The Philippines could be occu 
pied by the Japanese without nec- 
essarily assuring them of ultimate 
victory. Their seizure of Singa- 
pore might well be a greater con» 
tribution to an all-around Axis tri- 
umph and a deadlier blow to the 
Allied chances than even the Nazi 
conquest of the Baku oil fields 
and the Caucasus would be. 


Japanese Strategy ~ 

This is why the battle raging in 
Malaya commands the speediest 
united action of all the Allied 
fighting forces which can possibly 
be thrown into the struggle. This 
is also why the Japanese are at- 
tempting to tie up all American 
forces within reach by invasion af 
the Philippines. 

Unless the Japanese troops are 
repulsed and eliminated through- 
out most of the Malayan peninsula, 
the threat to Singapore will remain 
extremely grave and the Allies will 
* overshadowed by the possibility 
of one of the costliest defeats of 
the entire war. 

It seems incontrovertible that 
Japan’s chief strategy after deal- 
ing its heavy blow to Pearl Har 
bor is to knock out Singapore at 
the earliest possible time, and in 
all probability it is benefitting 
from the most expert Nazi aid and 
advice to this end. The Axis is un- 
questionably counting on the slow- 
ness of American and British re 
action to the stunning blitz blows 
they have received, but cautious

On a summer day in 1894, after weeks of negotiat- 
ing with the Chinese, the Mikado sent three warships 
toward disputed Korea. Out of the steaming vapors 
arising from the Yellow Sea came two nondescript 
Chinese warships. No war had been declared. The 
Japanese warships, any one of which was more than 
a match for the Chinese ships, steamed close, then 
poured broadside after broadside into the unsuspect- 
ing craft. The growing fog enabled one bat- 
tered ship to slip away. An hour later, an un- 
armed British ship flying the British flag and loaded 


One of the three Japanese warships shelled it till it 
sank, then machine-gunned the soldiers struggling 
in the water. 

Ten years later, on a dark winter night, Admiral 
Togo, the man who as a Captain had machine-gunned 
the Chinese troops, crept toward Port Arthur. No 
war had been declared. He sent his destroyers 
into the harbor against the Russian fleet and held 
his battleships. in reserve. The destroyers bagged 
two battleships and a cruiser. Naval observers 
agreed that had Togo sent his full fleet in against 
the Russians, he would have destroyed all the 11 
Russian ships and probably won the war then 
and there. His caution cost him a complete victory, 
for when he did take his entire fleet against Port 
Arthur a few hours later, the Russians were ready 
and drove him off. 

And it was the spirit of Togo and the undeclared 
war that fathered the Mukden incident in China 10 
years ago. The Japanese reported the Manchurian 
rail line had been bombed near Mukden. A bent rail 
and a splintered tie were produced. The Mukden Ex- 
press came over the “bombed section” and arrived on 
time, But there had been a bombing, the Japanese 
said. Four days later, their troops had full control 
of all Manchuria—but no war had been declared. 

It was a thunderous and a treacherous declaration 
of war in true Togo spirit that Japan made on Dec. 
7, 1941, against the United States at Pearl Harbor. 
But it had the same weakness of the Togo method at 
Port Arthur—it was ‘not-made in an all-out spirit. 
The little yellow men know now that the grim gray 
ships of an aroused Uncle Sam will seek them out 
and exact fearful vengeance.

California’s Senator Downey has said that he 
would add to the Senate version of the price control 
bill a rider calling for the deduction of 10 or 15 
per cent from all wages and income. This is to 
represent an “enforced savings” plan designed to 
curb inflation. 

Now that we are actually at war, inflation be- 
comes an even greater menace than it was before. 
Anything which will actually check price spirals be- 
comes More necessary than ever. The best and 
most practical device, of course, is an over-all ceiling 
on prices, wages and profits. 

So far, Congress has shown no inclination to es- 
tablish such an over-all ceiling, The price ¢ontrol bill 
to which Senator Downey proposes to attach his 
rider is a mockery of the plan suggested long ago 
by Bernard Baruch as the result of our last war 
experience.

OW that the war is on us, it is clear 

already that this country of ours stands 

as a solid unit. There have been times 
during these past months when the behavior 
of this body politic did indeed seem to give 
grounds for the sneers of the totalitarians. 
We have faltered. We have squabbled. We 
have made innumerable false starts.

But it is plain already to every American 
—and will be plain to the whole world—that 
in fact, now that the war is on us, there ig 
no fundamental division of opinion.

2. Senator Wheeler’s and the America 
First Committee’s immediate advocacy of a 
declaration of war against Japan. 

Those two items may be taken to mean 
that our two greatest potential sources of 
division need not be feared. We need not 
worry about the fundamental loyalty of 
those who made up the body of the isola- 
tionist movement. We need not worry about 
the readiness of labor to fight the war on 
the industrial front. 

But in spite of the fundamental unity, 
domestic problems will crowd upon us. 
There is unity in principle, but not neces- 
sarily unity as to method. The fast-gather- 
ing speed of our industrial system must be 
speeded up even more. There must be no 
causes for grievance on the part of either 
labor or management. The nagging prob- 
lem of price control must be tackled in 
earnest and a solution worked out. 

These and many other problems must be 
faced now in a new spirit. We can no longer 


afford the luxury of dissension. 


As we enter war with Japan, there is need 
for a quiet, unemotional consideration by 
the general public of what lies ahead. For 


as much as 40 years, people have anticipated 


an eventual collision in th® Pacific, and now 
it is here. There have been innumerable 
conjectures as to the conditions under which

And now, 
of all times, is the time we need one. For 
while we face Japan in the Pacific, we also 
have commitments with Great Britain which 
call for part of our naval force in the At- 
lantic. Hitler, as well as Japan, has to be 
considered, and this serves to counter- 
balance the advantage of starting war with 
allies in the Pacific. 
. We cannot throw the whole of our naval 
force against Japan as we could do were 
there no war in the Atlantic. It is not un- 
likely that Japan’s boldness is due to the 
belief that her navy is at present stronger 
than the force we can send against her. 

However, whatever we lack in the Pacific 
is somewhat compensated for by Britain’s 
ships that will co-operate with us. The 
Dutch Hast Indies has a fleet of excellent 
light cruisers and submarines that should 
be of great assistance,

While optimism in the eventual outcome 
is justifiable, it must not be assumed that 
the winning of the war is a matter of days 
or weeks or months, or that there will not 
be many disappointments and discourage- 
ments. ~The distance of Japan from the 
United States creates a difficult problem. A 
fleet cannot sail across the Pacific and im- 
mediately do battle. It must take along 
food for its men, fuel for its ships, ammuni- 
tion and facilities for repairs. Bases must 
be established for its operations, and all of 
this is going to take time. 

Since this war has been contemplated for 
nearly half a century, we may assume that 
throughout those years our naval high com- 
mand has developed a comprehensive plan. 
It may be assumed also that Japan will do 
everything in its power to change that plan. 
The attack on Hawaii is a case in point. 

The American public naturally will want 
to see immediate revenge, blow returned for 
blow. There is likely to bea popular cry for 
action. Such a cry, if it were to raise doubts 
as to the efficiency of our leadership, might 
well disrupt the navy’s preconceived plan. 
And that, of course, is what Japan would 
want. 

What, then, our public needs most is pa- 
tience. We must believe that this is going 
to be a long, hard war. We must prepare 
ourselves for setbacks. We must not let 
the news from day to day, some of which 
is sure to be unfavorable, blind ourselves to 
our potential strength, which must tell in 
the long run,

MISS ELLIOTT’S RESIGNATION 
ACCEPTED BY ROOSEVELT 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 11 (AP).— 
The resignation of Miss Harriet 
Eliott as consumer adviser on the 
Defense Commission and as asso- 
ciate administrator of the con- 
sumer division in the Office of 
Price Administration was accepted 
yesterday by President Roosevelt, 
effective immediately. 

In a letter of resignation dated 
Nov. 22, Miss Elliott disclosed that 
she expected to return to her 
duties at the woman's college 
of the University of North Caro- 
lina. 

Before Miss Elliott’s resignation 
was officially announced, it was 
said in défense quarters that she 
was displeased with alleged side- 
tracking of consumers’ interests in 
the defense program, In its pres- 
ent status, her staff members con- 
tended, the consumers’ unit has 
been relegated to virtually hope- 
less subordination.

Brig. Gen. Clifford W. Gaylord of 
St. Louis as Adjutant General, ef- 
fective at once, was announced late 
yesterday by Gov. Forrest C. Don- 


nell. 

Gen. Means’ resignation, first 
submitted to the Governor last 
Nov, 18? does not affect his rank 
as brigadier general in command 
of one of the brigades of the Thir- 
ty-fifth Division. In renewing his 
resignation in a telegram to the 
Governor, Means said he believed 
the present war situation made it 
necessary that he not continue as 
adjutant general while out of: the 
State. 

Means, appointed adjutant gen- 
eral in 1937 by former Gov. Lloyd 
C. Stark, was commended by Gov. 
Donnell for excellent service. The 
Governor said he had not intended 
to replace Means, a’ Democrat, as 
adjutant general, 

Gen. Gaylord, who has been 
commanding officer of the five 
regiments of Missouri reserve mili- 
tary force, also was designated by 
Gov. Donnell as commanding gen- 
eral of the Missouri National 
Guard, due to the absence of 
Means in active service. This does 
not affect Gen. Means’ command 
of Missouri troops in the Thirty- 
fifth Division. 

Gaylord said he would waive all 
compensation during his term as 
adjutant general. The aggregate 
salary of that post, from several 
sources, now is about $7000 a year. 
Means. has not been accepting pay 
as adjutant general since last 
Jan, 1, 

Gaylord, 58 years old; is presi- 
dent of the Gaylord Container 
Corporation of St. Louis and re- 
sides at 625 South Skinker boule- 
vard. He is a veteran of the first 
World War and served overseas 
with the Seventy-seventh Division, 
advancing from the rank of cap- 
tain to lieutenant colonel. 


REPUBLICANS AND DEMOCRATS 
PLEDGE UNITED WAR EFFORT 


Chairmen Martin and Flynn Agree 

That Committees Shall Work 

in Close Collaboration. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 11 (AP).— 
Chairmen Joseph W. Martin of the 
Republican National Committee 
and Edward J. Flynn of the Demo- 
cratic National Committee, in an 
exchange of telegrams, have agreed 
in the interests of the national 
war effort to work in close col- 
laboration. 

The Democratic Committee yes- 
treday issued a statement saying 
that preliminary arrangements 
made by the two party leaders 
“constitutes the most complete ad- 
journmént of domestic politics 
since the formation of the two- 
party system.” 

In a telegram to Martin, Flynn 
said: 

“I suggest that our combined 
agencies be made available imme- 
diately to the President and the 
departments engaged in defense 
prepaartions.

“The Republican organization as 
well as individuals, I am sure, will 
gladly answer any call to national 
service which may be requested by 
the President. Many are already 
performing such services here in 
Washington as well as in their lo- 
cal communities. As _ heretofore, 
Republicans will not permit politics 
to enter into national defense.”

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GEN. HUGH S. JOHNSON SAYS— 


Somebody Is Responsible for Setback in 
_Pacific—At Earliest Convenient Moment, 
This Should Be Aired Without Hysteria 
—Supply Routes for Russia Affected. j 


| By GEN. HUGH S. JOHNSON 


| WASHINGTON, Dec. 11. 
T is too early to go head-hunt- 
ing for a scapegoat for the Pa- 
ific catastrophe, particularly at 
Pearl Harbor and the Philippine 
Islands. The damage done to our 
defenses seems to be so terrific 
that an eventual head-hunt is pret- 
ty certain—speaking now of indi- 
viduals whose official skulls must 
roll in the sawdust basket for some 
garrison’s Sunday morning snooze. 

But it is not too early to seek 
out the direct responsibility that, 
considering the whole situation in 
the Pacific, could permit such a 
relaxation of vigilance and dispo- 
sition of troops and ships as would 
permit a daring raid on three such 
powerful stations as Pearl Harbor 
and, from all that appears, Cavite 
and Olangapo. 

On Armistice day this column 
called attention, not only to the 
practical certainty of such a sud- 
den attack, to the absolute certain- 
ty of a very early war in the Pa- 
cific, and to the disposition to treat 
that ocean and our defenses there 
as a sort of side show to the main 
circus in Russia, but it showed, 
among other things, that such a 
Japanese war would close one of 
the only three routes by which we 
can send our ptomised billion dol- 
lars worth of supplies to our ally, 
Russia—Vladivostok, the most 
practical—the other two being 
through Murmansk by rail to Cen- 
tral Russia and through the Per- 
sian- Gulf. : 


(Somebody Is Responsible’ 


The second, or Murmansk route, 
is threatened with control from 
Finland—which explains the Brit- 
ish declaration of war on that na- 
tion. The third (Persian Gulf) is 
likely to be useless. The Vladivo- 
stok route is now corked up by the 
Japanese action. The situation 
thus has more. adverse. aspects 
than appear on the surface, and 
they came into being since Sunday 
night. 

Somebody certainly is responsi- 
ble for an insufficient preparation 
in this major field of the larger 
strategy and this lack of proper 
emphasis on the Pacific area. 

Considering the distance of the 
scenes of these hit-and-run Japan- 


ese actions from the bases from 
which they were launched, a ter- 
rible revenge should be taken on 
the attacking forces before they 
can return home if our Navy and 
air forces are as good and the Jap- 
aneSe are as poor as we have been 
led to believe. 

In addition, our officials in charge 
of certain raw materials such as 
tin and rubber are already begin- 
ning to talk about stringent short- 
ages in those imported commodities 
by reason of our now being cut off 
from the East Indies and Burma, 


U. S. Supremacy Reduced 


Relying on news reports alone, 
it is true that our supremacy in 
capital ships in the Pacific has 
been reduced in respect of Japan. 
In view of our overall world su- 
premacy in these ships, this catas- 
trophe seems a little strange. Espe- 
cially if, as has been reported, a 
great British fleet has been moved 
in: to base on Singapore, there is 
no such Japanese supremacy. Con- 
sidering the reported combined 
strength of Dutch, British and 
American air forces there is far 
from being any Japanese suprem- 
acy in the air, 


If Britain and America can 
maintain practically an uninter- 
rupted stream of lease-lend sup- 
plies through the submarine-in- 
fested waters of the Atlantic, we 
and Britain certainly should be 
able to secyre the rubber and tin 
needed from the Pacific areas. 

If we'can’t do so, this should be 
added to the other considerations 
on the side of a conclusion that 
our Pacific situation was treated, 
on its strategic side, more like an 
orphan foundling than ever. 

At least these ‘circumstances 
should be given an airing at the 
earliest convenient moment. But 
it should be done in no spirit of 
hysteria, head-hunting, scapegoat- 
finding or buck-passing., Responsi- 
bility for this sort of thing usually 
goes very far up in the seale of 
rank, yet the practice ordinarily is 
sto fix the guilt on a subordinate. 
The decisions that fixed these dis- 
positions in the tremendous area 
of the Pacific Ocean could have 
been made only by men of the very 
highest rank and responsibility in, 
or in connection with, the Navy 
and its air force, 


RECIPIENTS DISCUSS 
MEDALS FROM ITALY 


Priest to Retain Decoration for 
Aiding Parishioners of 
Italian Descent. 


Several St. Louisans who have 
received decorations from the Ital- 
ian Government, in recent years, 
were considering today the ques- 
tion whether they should return 


or in any way dispose of the tokens 
of Fascist. esteem. 

Archbishop John J. Glennon, 
who received the Order of the 
Crown of Italy in 1926, said to 
a Post-Dispatch reporter that he 
had not made a decision as to his 
decoration. 

“I still have it around some- 
where,” the Archbishop said. “It’s 
not the only one, unfortunately. I 
have on from Germany somewhere, 
and [ think one from’ Hungary 
also. 

“These tokens came unsolicited, 
and I am sure they had no effect 
on the mentality or the patriotism 
of the recipient.” 

The Rev. John §S. Kane, pastor 
of St. Charles Borromeo Catholic 
.Church,. Locust boulevard = and 
Ewing avenue, received a decora- 
tion from the Italian Government 
in 1938 for his work in behalf of 
those of Italian birth and ancestry 
here. He said today that his parish- 
jioners, who are of Italian stock, 
but to whom he preaches in Eng- 
lish, were almost without exception 
American citizens. At a parish 
business meeting a few nights ago, 
he said, unequivocal expressions of 
loyalty to the United States were 
made. ~ 

“T see nothing to do now as to 
these decorations,”: Father’ Kane 
said. “The work for: ~which~ they 
were given had nothing to do in 
any -way with the Italian Govern- 
ment. It was work for the welfare 
of the people of Italian birth or 
descent; such work as I am still 
trying to do; no small part of it, 
in recent years, has been in help- 
ing these people to get WPA jobs.”

Glow From Candle Can Be 
Seen for Miles From 
Plane. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 11 (AP).— 
The following is the third in a se- 
ries of instructions issued by the 
Office for Civilian Defense in case 
of air raids: 

Put out lights. 

Whether or not blackout is or- 
dered, don’t show more light than 
is necessary. If planes come over, 
put out all lights. at once; don’t 
wait for the blackout order. The 
light that’s out will never guide a 
Jap. Remember a candle light may 
be.seen for miles from the air. 

If you have portieres, overdrapes 
or curtains, arrange a double thick- 
ness. over your windows, Blankets 
will do. If you have heavy biack 
paper, paste it on your windows. 
Don’t crowd or stampede stores to 
get it, however. You probably have 
everything you need at home. Be 
ingenious, improvise, : 

Should you get an air-raid warn- 
ing, remember to shut off gas 
stoves, gas furnaces and gas pilot 
lights on both. Bomb explosions 
may blow them out from blast ef- 
fect. Gas that collects may be ex- 
plosive later. : 

Prepare one room, the one with 
the least window glass, in the 
strongest part of your house, for 
a refuge room. Put food and drink- 
ing water in it. Put a sturdy table 
in it. Put mattresses and chairs 
in it. Take a magazine or two, and 
a deck of cards, into it. Take 
things like eyeglasses and dentures 
with you when you go into it. Take 
toilet facilities, paper, a screen. If 
you have a portable radio, take 
that, too. Above all, keep calm. 
Stay at home. Put out lights.

FIRM AND PAIR WHO DROVE 
TOO LONG ARE FINED $192 


Drivers Charged With Falsifying 
Records of How Long They 
Were on Job. 

The American Carloading Cor- 
poration of Detroit and two driv- 
ers were fined a total of $192 by 
United States District Judge 
Charles B. Davis yesterday on their 
pleas of guilty of violation of inter- 
state commerce regulations prohib- 
iting drivers from driving more 
than 10 consecutive hours without 
a rest of eight hours or of driving 
more than 60 hours a week.

The very idea of a carrier borne 
attack on Oahu has been discount- 
ed because on’ the basis of the per- 
centage of hits to be expected, in 
the light of our experience, the 
game did not seem worth the can- 
dle; it seemed likely to result in 
the inevitable loss of the carrier, 
a large and expensive vessel, for 
very meager results in the way of 
damage to American ships and in- 
stallations.

If the Japanese could absolutely 
count on a very much higher per- 
centage of hits than anything the 
rest of the world knew about, the 
whole balance of risk against ad- 
vantage which they had to weigh 
is shifted. If they could count on 
knocking out—by accurate bomb- 
ing—a large part of our long-range 
aircraft, they vastly increased the 
chance of survival of their carrier 
or carriers; and if they could count 
on damaging a number of ships 
of our fleet, they would be justified 
in risking ‘the loss of a couple of 
carriers to gain the freedom of ac- 
tion in the Far East which would 
thus be won. 

Submarine-Aid Theory. 

There seems some possibility that 
submarines contributed to the 
Japanese success in both instances, 
and that the Japanese may well 
have studied and applied those 
methods of air submarine co-oper- 
ation which the Germans have used 
to such effect in their attacks on 
North Atlantic shipping. One fur- 
ther point is that the clear visibil- 
ity and high ceilings of the Pa- 
cific afford much greater scope 
for accurate high-level bombing 
than do the conditions in. the At- 
lantic, where ceilings are normally 
low and visibility often very poor. 

At any rate, the Japanese appear 
to have gone far toward upsetting 
the whole naval balance of the Pa- 
cific area, and their successes seem 
likely to require a recasting of the

NEW YORK, Dec. 11 (AP).—The 
American Iron & Steel Institute 
said. yesterday that the United 
States alone can produce three tons 
of steel for every two tons made 
by the Axis and Axis-dominated na-

Combined steel capacity of the 
United States, the British Empire 
and Russia is considerably more 
than twice the Axis total, the insti- 
tute estimated. | 

‘Even if two-thirds of Russian ca- 
pacity should fall into German 
hands, the United States and the 
Allies could still make 60 per cent 
more steel than Germany and the 


rest of the world, a survey made 
by the institute disclosed. 
Comparative Figures, 

The institute summed up the 
stee] situation as follows: 

The United States industry will 
have capacity by the end of this 
year of 88,000,000 net tons annually, 

Approximately 60,600,000 tons an- 
nually can be made by Germany, 
Japan and all continental Euro- 
pean steel-making nations except 
Russia. (Foreign figures are not 
published, but the records of mazxi- 
mum production in peak periods 
afford a measure.)

Co. Fore River shipyards report 
a new world’s speed record in 
shipbuilding as proof of their rally- 
ing cry “We can build ships faster 
than they can be sunk.” 

The ship, the 12,700-deadweight- 
ton tanker Sinclair H-C, is sched- 
uled to go down the ways Saturday 


night—76 calendar days, 63 work- 
ing days, after the laying of the 
keel. Bethlehem officers said the 
best previous time for a ship of 
this type was 119 calendar days, 
also made by Fore River. 

Tidal demands necessitate the 
night launching —first after-dark 
ceremony in the yard’s history. 
When the tanker hits the water, 
workmen will try for another rec- 
ord—getting it ready for delivery 
in 24 days, instead of the usual 
two months. 

William H. Collins, general man- 
ager of the yard, said the work- 
men utilized the ship’s hull number 
“1491” for a slogan, “91 in 90 days” 
—a slogan they had printed on 
huge buttons they wore on their 
overalls. 

They underestimated their own 
capabilities, he said, and the 
launching date twice was ad- 
vanced, In one week a thousand 
tons of steel were erected, another 
record. 

The ship’ will be the fifteenth, 
including the battleship Massachu- 
setts, launched this year at Fore 
River, which has $600,000,000 in 
war contracts, 


SALE OF SUGAR LIMITED — 
TO NORMAL REQUIREMENTS 


Stores and wholesalers of sugar 
are limiting sales to normal re- 
quirements of customers because 
refineries are unable to obtain raw 
cane from the Philippine and 
Hawaiian Islands as a result of 
the war with Japan, it was learned 
today. 

Since the outbreak of the war, 
retail prices have increased from 
10 to 25 cents per 100 pounds, but 
it was pointed out that the Price 
Administrator’s Office in Wash- 
ington has moved to stabilize 
prices. 

“There will be no recurrence of 
the last World War experience, 
when prices shot up from 6 cents a 
pound to 28 cents,” said one whole- 
saler. 

The Philippine supply can be 
discounted, but Hawaii soon should 
be able to resume exportation, ac- 
cording to John Meier of John J. 
Meier & Co., one of the largest 
wholesalers in the Middle West. 
He said the two island groups nor- 
mally supplied about half the cane 
sugar imported by the United 
States, 

There is ho reason to hoard 
sugar, it was emphasized by Louis 
Rosen, head of the Rosen Broker- 
age Co., representing refineries. 
He pointed out that Cuba, Puerto 
Rica and other Caribbean coun- 
tries should be able to continue 
near-normal exports, and asserted 
there is an amply supply of do- 
mestic beet sugar “for at least two 
years.” 


PRICES OF SMALL BOTTLES 
OF MILK ARE INCREASED 


St. Louis Dairy Co. and Pevely 
Asking Half Cent More for 
two Categories. 
Wholesale prices of one-half pint 
and one-third quart bottles of sweet 
milk were increased half a cent 
Tuesday by St. Louis Dairy Co. and 

today by Pevely Dairy Co. 

A Pevely executive said those 
particular prices had been “out of 
line” and that these increases to 
restaurants and soda fountains and 
the like represented a@n effort to 
avoid further rise in the retail 
price to homes. He said prices to 
schools were not raised. 

New wholesale prices are 3% 
cents for the one-half pint, 442 
cents for the one-third quart at 
Pevely. A St. Louis Dairy execu- 
tive said they would vary with size 
of contract purchase. That dairy 
raised cottage cheese price 2 cents 
retail, cream cheese, 1 cent, while 
Pevely raised both 2 cents, to 17 
cents a jar.

IN U.S. ARMED FORCES 


875 Accepted Since Monday— 
Recruiting Offices Here ¢ 
| Crowded. 


A total of 3015 applicants and 
875 enlistments in six branches of 
the armed forces since Monday 
was reported at the Federal Build- 
ing today as men of all ages con- 
tinued to crowd recruiting offices 
under the impetus of the war emer- 
gency 

Meanwhile, Lieut. Col. Claude C. 
Earp, State Director of Selective 
Service, instructed 


ten releases for men summoned 
for pre-induction examinations 
who decide to enlist in any of the 
armed forces. The release is op- 
tional with the draft board. Men 
already summoned for army induc- 
tion may not be released. 

Yesterday's figures, running only 
slightly less than those of the pre- 
vious two days, showed that 862 
applicants were interviewed at the 
recruiting offices and of these, 224 
were found acceptable for immedi- 
ate enlistment. 

Lieut. Col. E. N, Frakes, Arnry 
recruiting officer, reported yester- 
day’s applicants, up to 6 p. m., to- 
taled 275. Of these, 33 were ac- 
cepted. Revised figures since Mon- 
day showed that the army recruit- 
ing office handled 800 applicants 
of whom 200 were accepted. 

At the Navy recruiting office, 
Lieut. Commander Buell F. Brandt, 
recruiting officer, said 265 appli- 
cants appeared yesterday. Of 
these, 125 were accepted, 96 were 
rejected for physical deficiencies 
or other lack of qualifications, 
and the rest were asked to appear 
today because of inadequate ex- 
amination facilities. Since Mon- 


day, the Navy office had 900 ap-/13 


plicants of whom 350 were ac- 
cepted. 

Applicants for enlistment in the 
Marines totaled 97 yesterday, bring- 
ing the number of applications 
since Monday to 400, Capt. John A. 
Tebbs, recruiting officer, reported. 
Accepted yesterday, he said, were 
40 men. Those accepted’ since Mon- 
day totaled 183. 

Boatswain’s Mate J. P. Hancock, 
recruiting officer for the Coast 
Guard, said 150 men applied for 
service yesterday, 25 were accepted, 
Since Monday, applicants num- 
bered 550 and enlistments 125. 

Lieut. Com. John W. Geppert, 
senior member of the Naval Avia- 
tion Cadet Selection Board, re- 
ported 75 men applied for enlist- 
ment yesterday, seven had suffi- 
cient qualifications to be examined, 
and one was found acceptable. The 


board has accepted 15 since Mon- 


day of 325 applicants. Lieut. Com. 
Geppert said his office at the Fed- 
eral Building would be open Sun- 
days from 9 a, m. to 4 p. m., as 
well as week day evenings, be- 
cause the nature of the service re- 
quires time-consuming examina- 
tion of each applicant. 

The induction office at Jeffer- 
son Barracks, where local applica- 
tions for service in the Army Air 
Corps are handled, reported that 
a 700 per cent increase in the num- 
ber of applications was noted since 
Monday. The officer in charge 
said 40 applicants had received a 
preliminary examination since 
Monday. Unlike the other serv- 
ices, acceptances cannot be an- 
nounced immediately as each ap- 
plicant must await a series of ex- 
aminations by a traveling aviation 
cadet examining board which 
meets at intervals at the various 
military posts. 

At all recruiting offices, officers 
declared that applications often 
exceeded facilities for immediate 
examination, but no one had been 
rejected without full consideration, 
because the need for men is admit- 
tedly great. The consensus is that 
a slight lessening in the number of 
applications may be noted in the 
next few days, but the number of 
actual enlistments is expected to 
maintain its present high level.

Thus, they demonstrate 
what I have termed the “Little Jack Horner” fallacy of busi- 
nessmen. They are so delighted in’ advertising “What a Bright 
Boy Am I” that they make their advertising mirror their own 
vanity instead of their product. The primary purpose of adver- 
tising, however, is to sell goods or merchandise, not manufac- 
turers or storekeepers! In order to sell goods, you must interest 
potential customers.

from another infected person. 

Such uged to be our idea about 
the development of consumption. 
Villemin, the French army doctor 
who first declared that tuber- 
culosis was infectious, said in 1865 
that “The phthisical soldier is to 
his messmate what the glandered 
horse is to its yokefellow.” 

But our modern conception is 
different from that. As people 
with tuberculosis have been stud- 
id@ and their past history inquired 
into, it has been found that in 
mearly all cases they were thin 
and sickly for a while in child- 
hood, and that there is almost al- 
ways a definite history of a parent 
or someone in the household where 
they grew up who was something 
of an invalid, or had a chronic 
cough or remained underweight. 

* o * 

WE HAVE BEEN studying tu- 
berculosis long enough now s0 
that we have followed many cases 
from childhood to adult life and 
this has given us a different idea 
of the natural history of the dis- 
ease. 

Tuberculosis is a life-long dis- 
ease. Most people who develop an 
active case acquire the disease in 
childhood around the age of five 
years. In the vast majority of 
cases tuberculosis is acquired 
from another human being. The 
danger is not from dust or per- 
sonal belongings, but close con- 
tact. The people who have latent 
tuberculosis and can spread it, 
often are unaware of it and have 
acquired such a resistance that 
they can do regular work. 

The disease in childhood is very 
different from the disease in adult 
life. In childhood it remains large- 
ly in the lymph nodes of the body 
and is not an open case. The child 
does not spread germs to others. 

+ . a 


.OUR MODERN conception states 
then that tuberculosis, when it is 
found in an adult, is not really re- 
cently acquired but is simply the 
old childhood infection coming to 
the surface and beginning to show 
development. 

On the basis of this conception 
the two objectives of tuberculosis 
prevention are to examine large 
groups of school children in order 
to be able to put those who have 
tuberculosis under proper hy- 
gienic conditions of fresh air and 
proper food; and in the second 
place to weed out of all the house- 
holds all the adults who might 
possibly carry tuberculosis to a 
child by contact. 

Do adults acquire the disease”? 
The chances are very strong that 
if you have no active tuberculosis 
(you may have a healed spot) at 
the age of 20, you will never get it. 


Questions and Answers. 

F. R. M.: “My baby has a spina 
bifida which protrudes. Can any- 
thing be done?” 

Answer: Spina bifida is a failure 
of the arch of the vertebra to close. 
Sometimes the meninges from the 
spinal canal protrude.

Poor Spellers 
Helped by Use 
of Typewriter 


By Angelo Patri 


HERE is one grave drawback 
Ti: the use of typewriters in 

schools: their cost. Their use 
is precious to some children. All 
children would benefit by their 
liberal use, but those who have 
trouble in penmanship, spelling, 
especially spelling, find the ma- 
chine a way out of their difficul- 
ties. 

Some children have such poor 
co-ordination in their hands that 
good penmanship is well-nigh im- 
possible for them. The typewriter 
allows them to make a clean, clear, 
legible copy and so relieves them 
of the burden of failure penman- 
ship lays upon them, 

I never worry about those chil- 
dren who do bad penmanship be- 
cause they cannot do better. If 
they can write their names legibly, 
and manage a few sentences so 
they can be read, they will do. 
The writing machines, will help 
them out, 

Spelling is essential to all -writ- 
ten communications, machine or no 
machine, The words have to be 
set down letter by letter and there 
is no way out except learning to 
spell. Some children are weak in 
visual memory. They forget how 
the word looks. They can spell it 
orally because they have good 
sound memory, good verbal mem- 
ory, but writing it is another 
matter. 


Se #2 
ORAL SPELLING does not help 
written spelling very much. Chil- 


dren who fail in spelling have been - 


known to spell perfectly orally. 
Give such children a typewriter 
or a printing press, and they do 

ch better. The motor memory 
that is set through the hands and 
the eyes by the use of the machine 
strengthens their spelling weak- 
ness tremendously. 

The great difficulty lies in get- 
ting the machines. Printing 
presses and typewriters are too ex- 
pensive for common use, Look 
out for second-hand ones; put in 
a request to some friends who use 
machines and they will help to 
get one that is being turned in. 

The expense and trouble are 
justified by the improvement the 
poor speller will make not only in 
spelling, but in his attitudes to- 
ward school and family. 

When a child fails in school he 
is unhappy. His unhappiness af- 
fects his behavior, his health, his 
growth and his work. When he 
succeeds sufficiently to get by 
with his group, he at once becomes 
a different sort of person. His 
whole being responds to the stim- 
ulus of success, 


* . . 

SOME TEACHERS are asking 
if the use of a machine without 
professional technique will not 
spoil thé child’s chances of becom- 
ing an expert typist. I do not 
think it matters. Very young chil- 
dren, those in the lower elemen- 
tary grades, could not master ‘the 
fingering anyway. Those in the 
higher grades can enter typing 
classes if they intend to make pro- 
fessional use of the machine. I 
have no fear of the hunt and pick 
method of typing. Searching for 
the letter helps the child to spell 
and in time, the fingering will 
take care of itself if it is impor- 
tant.

importance of 
Vitamin K in 
Medical Field 


By Forrest Williams 


OY SCOUTS have to learn how 
Bi apply a tourniquet in emer- 

gencies. Many accidents have 
proved fatal because copious bleed- 
ing was not stopped in time. Pre- 
venting hemorrhages always has 
been a serious matter in surgery. 
In the past few years much prog- 
ress has been made in solving this 
problem. 

Blood is the only tissue in the 
body that is liquid. This is neces- 
sary in order that the blood may 
perform its many functions. The 
composition is mainly red and 
white cells, with the former out- 
numbering the latter, 1000 to 1. 
The bone marrow is the birthplace 
of blood cells. When fully devel- 
oped they are sent into the blood 
stream. 

The accepted theory of blood 
clotting is that the fermenting ac- 
tion of certain factors produce a 
substance called thrombin, which 
is the coagulating agent. Throm- 
bin is found in the blood in a 
pro state. 

Research by Dr. H. Dam in Co- 
penhagen in 1935 showed that 
bleeding could be controlled by an 
unknown factor found in alfalfa. 
This led to the discovery that this 
substance aided in the develop- 
ment of prothrombin in the hu- 
man body. Because the new fac- 
tor overcame the deficiency of 
blood clotting substances and aided 
in coagulation, it was named Vi- 
tamin K, after Koagulation as 
written in Swedish. 

Further tests show the human 
body has the ability to manufac- 
ture Vitamin K in the bacteria 
of the intestine, but has difficulty 
in absorbing this substance when 
bile salts are retarded. Deficiency 
of Vitamin K has some correla- 
tion with both under-production of 
prothrombin and correcting the 
absorption of this substance. 

Spinach and other green leafy 
vegetables, particularly kale, are 
good sources of this vitamin.’ In 
lesser amounts it ig found in ce- 
reals, wheatgerm and carrot tops. 
Already it is being manufactured 
commercially and/made available 
to doctors. 

Many important uses have been 
suggested for Vitamin K, and care- 
ful studies of abnormal bleeding 
cases are being checked continu- 
ally for further effects this vita- 
min may develop. Whether it can 
aid hemophilia (a hereditary dis- 
ease) is not yet proved. Fortu- 
nately, the average person rarely 
needs to worry about Vitamin K 
deficiency.

North let out a yelp of dismay 
when South promptly passed to the 
four no trump bid, but actually he 
had no ground for complaint. The 
partnership was using the Culbert- 
son 45 No Trump Convention, not 
the Black wood, hence the four 
no trump call did not require a re- 
sponse. South already had bid the 
limit of Ais hand, and would have 
had to stretch decidedly to make 
another response. 

While on this subject, I had bet- 
ter point out that there are three 
specific exceptions in which a four 
no trump bid, Culbertson, is not 
conventional or forcing. They are: 

1. When only one suit has been 
bid, not supported (and not rebid) 
and the four no trump comes di- 
rectly after a two no trump re- 
sponse. 

2. When no suit has been bid 
and the four no trump is neces- 
sarily a mére raise of previous no 
trump bidding. 

3. When the previous bidding of 
the no trump bidder has been such 
as to establish that he could not 
hold the requirements for a four 
no trump bid. 

To revert to this particular hand, 
North, with five honor tricks and a 
six card suit, and the knowledge 
that his partner had at least two 
and one half honor tricks, should 
not have hesitated to jump all the 
way to six no trump. It was ridic- 
ulous to ask South to rebid; his 
two no trump was, in itself, an an- 
mouncement that he had already 
bid the limit of his hand. 

Obviously, 12 tricks were a lay- 
down and the thirteenth developed 
through a squeeze on East, who 
found that he could not keep a 
club guard without blanking the 
heart king.

Telegraph”?

One-fourth cup butter, one- 
fourth cup brown sugar, one table- 
spoon water, one cup fine dry 
breadcrumbs, one teaspoon cinna- 
mon. 

Heat first threé ingredients to 
boiling; turn heat low and stir 
in breadcrumbs and cinnamon un- 
til well mixed. Turn into eight- 
inch pie pan and press into uni- 
form layer over bottom and sides. 
Bake in a moderate oven (350 
degrees F.) for 10 minutes; chill 
and fill with any pre-cooked or 
chiffon pie filling.
